could be protected during this carly, 
hazardous perfod even though they 
lived in crowded quarters where 
tuberculosis . germs abound, It 
would also bo of value among young 
adults, such as doctors‘and nurses. 
who- are repedtedly .“ exposed {fo 
germs by reason of their occupation. 


To be useful, of course, the vac- 
cination would have fo be given 
before tuberculosis: infection ws 
actually acquired, for there is no 
evidence that any vaccine, however 
powerful, would alter ihe course of 
u disease which {is already present. 


A Step Forward: 


This was the dream and, in 1908, 
a couple of French scicntists too's 
the first step forward toward 
realising it.

THOUSANDS, 
MOURN TOMMY 
“HANDLEY 


London, Jan. 13.—Londoners 
in their thousands turned out 
today to pay, their last respects 
to Tommy Handley,- the man 
‘who kept them - laughing 
throughout the war. 

Men: and women stood In silent 
tribute as the cortege passed slowly 
throurh six miles of-London strects 
to Golders Green crematorium. 

Mounted police and = motor cycle 
patrols cleared a path for the streams 
of cars, By © the time the service 
began; more than 5,000 thronged the 
forecourt ofthe chapel and the road 
leading to it. -. 

Tommy's .show,. “It's That Man 
Again,” known to the whole country 
as ITMA, passed 300 ‘performances 
at the end of last ycar. 

The route of the funcral cortege, 
preceeded by mounted , pollce and 
motor cycle patrols, was specinily 
altered to pass Tommy Handlcy’s 
house, where his widow, unable to 
attend because of fllness, watched 
from behind drawn curtains, Her 
wreath of red roses and a spray of 
spring flowers from Tommy's 85- 
year-old mother were the only irl- 
hutes on the coffin. = :

26 To Be Tried 
In Athens For 
Gold Smuggling 


Athens, Jan.  13.—Twenty-six 
People, including a Swiss alrman, 
-witl-be..tried-In- Athens..on- January. 
27 on charges of smuggling $1,178,- 
000 worth of gold into Greece from 
Switzerland and Egypt. 

They are accused of belonging to 
an international gang which export- 
ed foreign currency into Switzerland 
in exchange for gold. sovercigns and 
napoleons which were then smug- 
gled into Greece, . 

Amfng the defendants.are Panos 
Petalas, .an exchange broker living 
in Switzerland; Gerard de Chabrier, 
a Swiss pilot, and a Greco-American 
pilot, Harry Nyant. 

The two pllots are also ‘accused of 

smugitling 4,000 Swiss watches inlo 
Greece. 
_ Six of the ‘accused, including a 
Greek naval officer, Constantin 
Bacopoulos, willbe tried in their 
absence. 

The trial follows the conviction in 
Athens last month of Cesar Rubiroza, 
the Sceretary ‘of the Dominican 
Legation in Berne, who was 5c 
tenecd to six months’ imprisonment 
for currency smugfling.—Reuter.

ASIAN CONFERENCE 

New Dethi, Jan. 13,—An authorita- 
tive source today sald the Asian con- 
ference on Indonesia, sclicduted to 
open here on January 20, would keep 
‘tg recommendations within the 
framework of the United Natlons 
Charter and ,‘not seck to form aon 
anti-Western bloc.. 

Slr Girja Shankar Bajpai, Scere- 
tary-General for Indla’s external 
affairs, told ‘a press conference It
